Yeltsin, Zyuganov vie for third-place candidate’s support

MOSCOW — Moving swiftly to 
secure his re-election, Boris Yeltsin 
met with a former general and pushed 
Monday for a final vote on Russia’s 
presidency to be held in just over two 
weeks. 

Retired Gen. Alexander Lebed met 
with Yeltsin in the Kremlin, but no 
deal was announced with the political 
novice who placed a strong third in 
Sunday's voting. Lebed was expected 
to meet Tuesday with Communist 
leader Gennady Zyuganov, the lone 
remaining challenger to Yeltsin in 
Russia's high-stakes presidential 
runoff. 


A second vote is necessary because 


none of the 10 candidates won more 
than 50 percent of the votes Sunday. 
With 99 percent of the ballots count- 
ed, Yeltsin had 35 percent and 
Zyuganov 32 percent. 

The big question was whether 
Lebed, a former paratrooper and 
Afghan War hero who won 15 per- 
cent of the vote, would throw his sup- 
port to Yeltsin or Zyuganov - and 
whether his supporters would follow 
him. 

The choice between Yeltsin and 
Zyuganoy has polarized the country. 

Yeltsin, despite many unpopular 
policies, has become the rallying 
point for most reformist forces and 
those who fear returning to iron 
Communist rule and the isolation of 


Soviet days. 

Zyuganov is the choice of millions 
who view those days with nostalgia, a 
time of stable jobs, secure retirement 
and superpower clout. 

Lebed has sharply criticized Yeltsin, 
particularly over the 18-month war in 
secessionist Chechnya. But he also 
has rejected overtures from 
Zyuganov, saying he couid not unite 
with Communists. 

Zyuganov warned the former gener- 
al that siding with Yeltsin. would 


mean political ruin. » 

Yeltsin and Zyuganov have about 
two weeks to muster more support 
before the runoff, expected in late 
June or early July. 

But Yeltsin submitted a draft law to 
parliament asking that Wednesday, 
July 3, be declared a holiday. The 
vote must be held on a non-working 
day, and the president believes turnout 
would be better on a weekday. 

High turnout is important for Yeltsin 
against the  better-organized

About 70 percent of 
Russia’s 106 million voters cast bal- 
lots Sunday — fewer than the Yeltsin 
campaign hoped for.

Yeltsin said in a televised address 
Monday that the choice in the next 
round is “crystal clear.” 

“Either backwards to revolutions 
and shocks, or forward to stability and 
well-being.

Serr said that a pedestrian traffic 
signal cannot be funded by the city 
unless the location meets certain cri- 
terion. 

Some of these include: !00 or more 
pedestrians for each of any four 
hours, 190 or more pedestrians during 
any one hour, or five or more report- 
ed-accidents have occurred within a 
12-month period. 

According to Serr, the site doesn’t 
meet a signal warrant at this time. 


At the crosswalk, there are cross- 
walk signs and flashing yellow lights. 
According to Healey, the warning 
lights were not on when the accident 
occurred Friday. 

Referring to the flashing yellow 
lights, Healey said, “They are not 
commonly used.” 

“The yellow flashing light was 
installed primarily for special events. 
One of the problems. with flashing a 
light all of the time — drivers become 
use to it. We have it on a time clock, 
so it flashes during the highest num- 
ber of pedestrian traffic,” Serr said. 

When Davis and Starkweather went 
to the Provo City Council they asked 
them that, if nothing else, they could 
have the lights that are there flashing 
24 hours.a day or at least at night and 
in the morning when people are walk- 
ing to school. 

“Those lights are nice but what is 
the point of having them if they are 
not going to have them on,” 
Starkweather said. 

As well as the flashing lights, other 
precautions were added to the cross- 
walk last summer. 

These included a shoulder stripe 
which was painted on 9th East to keep 
the cars from getting too close to the 
sidewalk and stop bars which were 
painted 50 feet in front of the cross- 
walk to help improve sight for drivers 
in oncoming cars. 

“If people keep getting in pedestri- 
an-related accidents, it may be best to 
remove that crosswalk,” Serr said. 

This has been done to a crosswalk 
that previously was at 1080 North and 
900 East, near the BYU Law 
Building. 

When the city saw that too many 
people were getting hurt the cross- 
walk was taken out.

An early rain kept the morning cool, but the sun began to emerge as the group 
landed on the Iowa side of the river, hinting at the heat and humidity the travel- 
ers will face for the next three weeks. 

The train of 17 wagons and a dozen handcarts will crawl across Iowa at 5 
mph and then halt at the Nebraska border. The trip resumes next summer when 
the wagons and -valkers push on to Salt Lake City. 


Clinton opposes Baptist boycott of Disney 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton opposes a boycott of Walt Disney Co. 
by Southern Baptists over the issue of gay rights, the White House said 
Monday. 

“He doesn’t agree with that particular position,” press secretary Mike 
McCurry said. “That doesn’t change his faith or membership in that denomina- 
tion.” 

Clinton is a lifelong Southern Baptist and says he has done more for gays and 
lesbians than any other president. 

The Southern Baptist Convention voted last week to boycott Disney if it con- 
tinues to extend benefits to companions of gay employees and release R-rated 
movies. “In recent years, the Disney Co. has given the appearance that the pro- 
motion of homosexuality is more important than its historic commitment to tra- 
ditional family values,” a church resolution said. 

“Disney has objected, saying it questions “any group that demands that we 
deprive people of health benefits.” 


Reinstatement possible for Utah abortion law 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court opened the way Monday for possible 
reinstatement of a Utah law that would make it much more difficult to obtain 
late-term abortions. 

By a 5-4 vote, the court set aside a federal appeals court ruling that invalidat- 
ed the entire Utah law as an undue burden on women’s privacy. 

“The disputed provision would allow abortions after a woman’s 20th week of 
pregnancy only to save her life, prevent grave medical harm or prevent the 
birth of a child with “grave defects.” 

«The Utah Legislature passed new abortion legislation in February, signed into 
law by Gov. Michael Leavitt in March. The new law took effect April 29. 


Agreement ends China’s piracy of U.S. goods 


BEIJING — For the second time in !5 months, China and the United States 
went to the brink of a trade war Monday before agreeing to stamp out piracy of 
American movies, compact discs and computer software. 

U.S. Trade Representative Charlene Barshefsky said Washington dropped 
plans for punitive tariffs after China committed to extensive, detailed steps to 
end illicit copying. 

Barshefsky said U.S. officials would be closely involved in monitoring 
Chinese enforcement. “We certainly will be back,” she said. : 

The deal closed five days of negotiations that ran past a Monday deadline for 
Washington to impose punitive tariffs on $2 billion in Chinese goods. 

Industry officials at a late-night news conference at the U.S. Embassy 
applauded the agreement, but said they would be watching closely to ensure 
that China complied. 

“What we have achieved is an important first step,’ said Jason Berman of the

BYU Head Athletic Trainer George 
Curtis was presented the third highest 
award of his profession at the annual 
National American Trainers 
Association (NATA) convention in 
Orlando, Fla., Thursday. 

Curtis was one of 17 people in the 
nation to receive the inaugural 
Athletic Training Service Award. 

“It’s an award to recognize trainers 
for their years of service and contribu- 
tions to the field of athletic training 
and to the community,” Curtis said. 
“It was a great honor to have my 
peers nominate me.” 

“As a trainer, you can be in the mid- 
die of 22 sports like I am and have 
coaches become coach of the year, 
district coach of the year, or win hall 
of fame honors,” he said. “Trainers 
will sometimes go unnoticed ... and I 
think they could get more recognition. 
They contribute quite a bit to the suc- 
cess of a lot of the teams. 

“Since it is the first year it’s been 
awarded, it was nice to be able to win 
it and be recognized by my peers.” 

Gary Craner, Head Athletic Trainer 
at Boise State University and subcom- 
mittee chairman for the honors and 
awards committee, nominated Curtis 
after recognizing Curtis’ involvement 
in furthering the field on a state, dis- 
trict and national level. 

“This is a very prestigious award 
and George is one of the leaders in 
sports medicine,” he said. “He has 
shown that he is a well-rounded citi- 
zen, not just a one-directional individ- 
ual.” 

Nominees were evaluated on a 150- 
point process involving contributions 
made to the profession at state, dis- 
trict and national levels, community 
service, and involvement in the field 
of athletic training through creative 
works such as publication and writ- 
ing, Craner said. 

Earlene Durrant, chair of the BYU 
physical education department and 
former head women’s athletic trainer, 
said Curtis has dedicated several 
hours in the professional arena as well 
as several more to the students he has 
worked with directly. 

“George is very deserving of this 
award because of all the service he 
has given, in the practical sense, here 
at BYU and on the professional 
level,” she said.

If I leave and the mom hits 
the child over the head with a beer 
bottle and they die, could I have pro- 
tected them from that?” 

Randall, 32, spends his mornings 
combing through volumes of paper- 
work on his 34 open cases. His after- 
noons are spent zipping across the 
Salt Lake Valley in his blue 1987 
Honda Accord, visiting families. 

On a recent blistering afternoon, 
Randall went to see an 18-year-old 
mother in Salt Lake City. A.doctor at 
a hospital where her daughter had 
been treated had told CPS. that he sus- 
pected the child was abused. 

The teen-ager is homeless, whiling 
away her time with family and friends 
under a large, shady tree. She and the 
toddler sleep in a different friend’s 
home each night.

Protective Services 


have been fight- 
ing in front of 
their 17-month- 
old son. The 
mother chain- 
smokes and 
admits to a 
drinking prob- 
lem, having guzzled about two quarts 
of beer by 2 in the afternoon. 

The father, angry at her for. drinking 
in front of the child, shoved her 
around. She cried and the baby 
screamed. Someone called DCFS. 

During work hours, the man’s moth- 
er babysits. He doesn’t trust his girl- 
friend. She doesn’t trust herself. 

“It’s always my fault, isn’t it?” she 
screams. 

Theirs is a typical domestic dispute. 
Neither parent has hurt the child, as 
far as Randall can tell, but the baby is 
the prize in a tug of war. Parents have 
been known to call DCFS on each 
other in hopes of winning custody. 

By law, CPS workers must investi- 
gate every claim within 72 hours. 

In this case, Randall sternly warns 
the father that the child’s safety is the 
first priority. If the boy is in danger,

Randall will put him in protective 
custody. 

Then he jumps into his car and dri- 
ves to the grandmother’s house in 
Davis County. He must see the ¢hild. 

The grandmother strips the 17- 
month-old down to his diapers to 
show there are no bruises. Satisfied, 
Randall leaves. The child’s father will 
pick him up after work. 

Although Randall started working 
for CPS just last September, he and 
his boss know he is showing ‘signs of 
burnout. During his first few:months, 
he logged 50 to 60 hours a week. He 
had to taper off because the work was 
interfering with his own family time. 

“Right now it is difficult,’ Randall 
Says. Dneremis yan lot, Of istress 


involved. But I love going out and 


checking on the kids.” 

Randall has a master’s degree in 
family and human development, but 
his salary is just $10.28 per hour, or 
ahout $21,300 a year. He has a 10- 
month-old daughter, and although his 
wife works part time, they earn barely 
enough to support the family. They 
will soon move to Tooele, where 
housing is more affordable. 

And in a few days, Randal! will 
become part of a new team of foster 
care and adoption workers in Magna. 
The community-based teams are part 
of DCFS’ plan to upgrade services foi 
clients as well as easing the burden on 
employees. Other teams will form in 
the Jackson Elementary School area 
and in Murray. 

Randall’s supervisor, Mindy 
Sneddon, says the team approach is 
intended to connect DCFS workers 
with families in their own communi- 
ties. The agency wants more emphasis 
on prevention, less on reaction. 

“We are going to be helping these 
families more than just slamming 
them against’ the wall, which I feel we 
do,” Sneddon says. 

“Right now the workers don’t get to 
be social workers. They are too busy 
investigating...” 


8 million babies die yearly, U.N. agency says

GENEVA — More than 8 million 
babies worldwide die each year 
before reaching their first birthday, 
mostly from disease or inadequate 
care in the first weeks of life, a U.N. 
agency said Monday. 

A new World Heal.h Organization 
(WHO) study says this toll could be 
drastically lowered with better clinical 
health care for mother and infant. 
Measures such as hygienic deliveries 
and treatment for infections are sim- 
ple and inexpensive, WHO said. 

Some 98 percent of baby deaths

When it comes to international trav- 
el; BYU students have experience 
under their belts. 

After one and a half or two years of 
mission travel, some time spent on 
study abroad and internships, many 
BYU students want to travel for fun. 

Touring Europe by way of the 
European train network called Eurail 
is a popular way to travel.

Giles and Newitt have a few travel- 
ling tips for people planning to tour 
Europe via Eurail. 

“Buy first class Eurail tickets,” said 
Newitt.
